Tbe authorities of tbe post office bare 
made ever}' provlslou fur absent and 
fickle minded patron* of tbe mails. 
Among tbe most Interesting and valu¬ 
able Is tbe t*cocess by wblcb a letter 
Bij U- reclaimed after It bas been 
posted.

the trouble of going through tbe 
which bave beeu prescribed— 
forms which are to a degree cumber- 
aome and time consuming, but which,

an important letter desires to with 
draw It before It reaches Its destina¬ 
tion. Oftentimes additional knowledge 
of a proposed transaction la acquired 
after a letter haa been sent to tbe post- 
office, making It highly desirable that

NEW LOCATION. 


Its watery cl*-incuts by evaporation 
and becomes admixed with dust It 
form* a thin layer, waxlike lu color 
and consistency, w hich normally cov¬ 
ers only the outer |iortlon of tbe canal, 
that in which the glands ure located. 

This layer of material probably bas 
Us chief function. In common with tbe 
few small hairs lu tbe same location. 
In protecting the vibratory membrane 
—the drum—from the contact of dust. 

It Is Interesting to observe that the 
exit of this layer of wax la accom¬ 
plished by nature chiefly with tbe aid 
of the motion communicated to tbe 
ear canal by tbe movement of tbe Jaw 
In chew lug and talking, a motion read¬ 
ily felt by touching the orifice with 
the finger tip during these processes. 
The constant Increase of the secretion 
Is therefore provided with a corre¬ 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
as Imperceptibly ns tbe constant loss 
of the sui>erti<'ial layer of the skin from 
the surface of the body. 

This expl.-i nation serves to make 
clear why tbe use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins Is unnecessary. Tbe use 
of such objects Is not only superflu¬ 
ous, but it is often tbe cause of tbe 
rery condition wblcb those wbo use 
them would prevent. 

Even too vigurooa washing with a 
twisted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may nnult In pushing the wax back 
Into tbe canal until a mass

When tbe claimant Is a well known 
business man. however, iKTsonally 
known to the |>n<it.nl authorities, let¬ 
ters are sometime* returned upon bis 
request, a receipt, however, being 
asked. 

At the New York poatofflee. accord¬ 
ing to the flr*t assistant postmaster, 
the average number of letters with¬ 
drawn each week Is ten. Most of these 
are from tbe domestic mall*. Few are 
from the city malls, because the let¬ 
ters are collected so frequently and 
d.-llvered so quickly that there Is Uttle 
jWbn nee of "catching” a letter In the 
•fflee. ^ 

Occasionally letters which bave been 
Addressed to foreign countries are
